The hon, member was assured that the 
bDsiiiess of Ibo livery stable keepers had eu 
much deolined, that tbey iiad to lorn their 
borsea dot for lack of etnploymeDt and one 
or two were talking of clearing cot, 

J3on. Sir Rhodes objected to a City Oor- 
poratioD altogether as uselti^s and expensive. 

Hon. Mr Fraser thought it-.n^oessary that 
tlioy should attend to repairs of streets and 
sowers. 

Hod. Mr Rhodes would prefer seeing the 
necessary power vested elsewhore. 

The hoD. Colonial Secretary drew attcn- 
tipii to' ILei .pooler exarCised by seven-tenths 
of the property holders to tax themselves for 
improvements and. repairs. The difiiculiy 
that now presented . itself was simply iho 
ways and means to enable the Corporation 
to provide lor tho Fire Department and to 
keep their own wheels greased.
